One of the highlights of the college Royal It 
the livestock show which is held on the day of th^ 
Royal in the judging pavilion of the Livestock bams. 
Each tear approximately a hundred students front 
Agriculture, Home Economics, and Education part^ 
icipate in this event. All animals used that day 
belong to the College Livestock Farm. The judges 
are promenent farmers or government officials work<i 
ing in some phase of agriculture. In some cases these 
judges are former graduates of Macdonald College, 

There are four divisions in the Livestock show} 
dairy-cattle with two breeds, Ayrshire and Holstein^ 
beef-Aberdeen-Angus, swine and sheep. These ani- 
mals are first shown and judged with respect to the 
desirable qualities and are displayed before a show*f 
manship judge who makes a decision as to how well 
the showman presents his animal. More emphasis 
is placed on showmanship than the actual standing 
of the animal since the latter are alloted to the 
showmen. In addition each showman must, previous 
to the Royal, fit his animal by washing, brushing^ 
clipping in some cases and training the animal to 
handle easily and properly in the showing. 

In the afternoon of the Royal a champion live- 
stock showman is picked and this is the highlighf 
of the entire show. He is the person who does the 
best job of displaying one animal from each of the 
four divisions. 

Novice classes have been instituted for those 
people who have had no experience in showing 
animals. The superintendants of each breed are 
willing to assist anyone who desires advice or help. 
Therefore if you enjoy animals and would like to 
get more experience working with them the Mac^ 
donald College Royal 62 is your opportunity.
